Decoration day, President Roosevelt will state, In 
plain terms, his policy im connection with further 
railroad reforms. 

President Charles 8S. Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford had a half hour confer- 
ence with the president thie afternoon, in which 
he outlined the position of himeelf and other rail- 
road presidents toward the policy of the adminis- 
tration and indicated a generally friendly at- 
titude, 

J. Pierpont Morgan has gone to Europe for the 
purpose of arranging for the purchase of a part 
‘of the bond issues of some of the great railroads 
to be made next month, thus relieving, in part, 
the American financial situation. The railroads 
of the country are combining to test, judicially, 
the right of states to enforce legisiation which con- 
travenes congressional action. 

Although Mr. Mellen called upon the presi- 
dent’ ostensibly to present his individual 
views, it developed this afternoon that he 
was able to give a birdseye view of the sit- 
vation génerally, and thus inform Mr. Roose- 
velt as to the attitude of railroad chiefs who 
have stayed away from Washington. 


Rail Men Present Many Plans. 

During the last few weeks the president has 
seen Messrs. Harriman, Morgan, Yoakum 
Stickney, and Speyer, representing both tho 
financial and managing ends of railroads. 
Eacn of these men, including Mr. Mellen, 
submitted prupositions, none of them alike, 
but contemplating greater federal control of 
railroads. The fact that they now advocate 
this federal regulation, where a few months 
ago they were viciously opposed to it, is, in 
iteel’. a distinct triumph for Mr. Roosevelt. 

Tie chauge of sentiment, though perhaps 
not of neart, as was suggested today, on the 
part of the railroade is due partly to the ad- 
verse leg'slation of twenty-three states. All 
the ra'iroad men and financiers have given 
the president valuable information, but tha 
propositions ey have submitted have ban, 
in general. c* a character unsuited to met 
the situation in the view of the authorities, 
though one or two present basis for action. 
With each the president has talked clearly 
mgarding the attitude of the people, and 
the absolute necessity of their codperation 
with the executive in order to secure more 
stable and satisfactory relations. 


Justice His Only Aim. 

To President Mellen today Mr. Roosevelt 
stoke with decided emphasis, telling him that 
railroads need expect nothing more from him 
than absolute justice. He has emberked 
upon no campaign of hostility against rail- 
roads, but he is determined that they shall 
respect the rights of the people, and he is 
likewise determined that the people shall 
respect their rights. 

He has been anxious to get in touch with 
rallroaé presidents, governors, and well in- 
formed persons generally im order that he 
may be in a position to formulate a well de- 
fined policy which will insure a permanent 
and satisfactory solution of the ‘railroad 
problem.

He intimated, in his re- 
marks, that alt uniom men naturally would 
Hke to see the ordinances defeated and the 
mayor chosen again. 

“TI don’t know about that,” interrupted 
President Mets. “ The carpenters certainly 
are not ready to indorse the traction policy 
of the mayor. We would like to havea little 
more light. I can’t see that Mayor Dunne 
has done much for the unions.”’ 

Later in the meeting Nockels, it is said, tried 
to have the carpenters distribute 15,000 sam- 
ple little ballots marked “ No” among their 
membership. 

“No, we can’t do that,” responded Mr. 
Metz, “not even if the federation of labor 
requests us to do so. \ This organization Is 
not on the pay roll of the mayor’s campaign 
committee.

Secretary Nockels said last night he under- 
stood the carpenters to be in a “‘noncommit- 
tal’ frame of mind. 


Tired of Woman’s Domination. 

“The situation does not need any com- 
promising statements,”’ said President Mets 
of the carpenters’ council. ‘* The union car- 
penters of Chicago simply refuse to be tied 
to the skirts of any woman leader in the 
federation of labor.

Offensive Activity of Policemen, 

According to a statement made by former 
Sheriff E. J. Magerstadt, the police have 
made themselves particularly obnoxious im 
their campaigning tours of the north side. 
Small dealers and saloonkeepers who have 
placed Busse dithographs in their windows 
apparently are looked upon ag the legitimate 
prey of the policemen who are negiecting 
their police business to work for Mayor 
Dunne. 
“ Policemen haye called upon nearly every 
business man who has placed a Busse litho- 
graph in his window and either openly 
threatened or made veiled insinuations that 
the/ man would get into trouble unless the 
picture was removed,’ said Mr. Magerstadt.

Before he got out of the chair the barber 
had given him everything in the shop. 

This was all right until Mills charged him 
$4 for his work and compelled him to pay it. 
Hickey went before a magistrate and com- 
plained and Mills was arrested for robbery. 
The grand jury reported a true bill and today 
the case was tried. Hickey was without wit- 
nesses, but his hair was the best evidence. 
The dye was coming off and the hair was all 
shades from pea green to vermilion and black. 

The court thought a year in the workhouse 
was coming to Mills and so ruled. 


NEW USE FOR CRIMINALS 
AS ANTITOXIN PRODUCERS. 


Baltimore Medical Authority Would 
Utilize Germ Destroying Output to 
Aid Humanity in General. 


Baltimore, Md., March 19.—[Spectal. ]—Dr. 
H. Burtom Stevenson, an experimenter with 
antitoxins and an ex-president of the Balti- 
more County Medical association, after de- 
claring today that there should be only two 
unpreventable causes of death—namely: old 
age and accident, declared that all germ dis- 
eases are curable by antitoxins, and suggest- 
edi that convicted criminals should be usedas 
antitoxin factories, if they are willing. 
Continuing, Dr. Stevenson said: 

*“ Antitoxins should be produced from hu- 
man beings and not from animals, and this 
should be brought about by utilizing the 
criminals in our state prisons. A law mak- 
ing punishment for certain crimes optional 
with the convicted—either imprisonment or 
inoculation with certain disease germs— 
would solve the problem for all time. 

“With the work in the hands of experi- 
enced men, a human produced antitoxin 
could be furnished which would supply the 
medical profession for all, or nearly all, the 
diseases known to be due to germs. It would 
not be dangeroue to the subjects, either. If 
thie suggestion is too radical for adoption in 
the present state of public opinion much 
good can still he done if the state and na- 
tional governments will codperate with the 
medical profession in the work.of Investiga- 
tion and manufacture. Antitoxins produced 
by corporations are put at so high a figure 
that they are beyond the reach of the poor.”’

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AILLED BY 235 FOOT FALL 


WORKMAN TUMBLES FROM TOP 
OF SKYSCRAPER TO STREET. 


Pedestrians in Michigan Avenue See 
Tony Caruso Dash Downward from 
Roof of Railway Exchange Build- 
ing and His Body Crushed Into a 
Shapelessa Mass on the Sidewalk— 
Elevator Accident Ends Life of 
Foreman at Weil & Sons. 


Whirling through the air late yesterday aft- 
ernoon, striking terror to the hearts of hun- 
dreds of pedestrians in Michigan avenue, a 
man plunged from the roof of the Rallway 
Exchange building, Jackson boulevard and 
Michigan avenue, and struck the sidewalk, 
235 feet below, a shapeless mass. 

Death probably ensued before the body 
reached the earth. The building is seventeen 
stories high and one of the tallest in thecity. 

The body was later identified as that of 
Tony Caruso, a laborer, 30 years old, who 
lived at 188 Ontario street. 


Narrow Escape for Women, 

It struck the sidewalk within a few feet of 
a number of women guests at the Auditorium 
hotel, who were returning from a visit to a 
studio in the building. 

Caruso was repairing a paint shop on the 
roof for the Heinze Construction company. 
Several employés of the Cewles Fire Escape 
company were placing a fire escape on the 
paint house at the same time. 

While he was working near the edge of the 
roof Caruso lost his balance. He gavea wild 
yell and attempted to grab a cornice. but 
missed it, and his body shot downward, turn- 
ing over several times in its rapid descent. 


Crushed to Death by Elevator. 


The body of Mack Crockett, 40 years old, 
neck for an hour, wedged be- 
tween the third floor and the elevator of the 
establishment of Isaac Weil & Sons, Kinzie 
street and La Salle avenue. Firemen from 
truck 8 and employés of the housé extricated 
the body at the end of that time, but life 
was extinct. 

Crockett, who had been a foreman in the 
place for fourteen years, was at work with 
another employé, John McGee, loading hides 
on the elevator.

W. H. BODEMANN ACCUSED OF 
TRICKING WHOLESALERS. 


Said to Have Obtained $30,000 Worth 
of Stuff by Using Credit of Man of 
Similar Name at Lake Avenue and 
Fiftieth Street—Former’s Store at 
262 West Van Buren Street and 
Storehouse at 153 Desplaines Con- 
tain Little of Value. 


Accused of defrauding wholesale drug 
houses out ‘of $30,000 worth of goods, 
William H. Bodemann, 221 Evanston avenue, 
is sought by the police. He conducted the 
Western Drug company at 262 West Van 
Buren street and had a storehouse at 153 
Desplaines street. 

Detectives from Central station have been 
investigating his operations since Wilhelm 
Bodemann, druggist at Lake avenue and 
Fiftieth street, complained a week ago that 
some person was using his financialrating to 
obtain credit. Detectives had gone to the 
places where W. H. Bodemann transacted his 
business, but have failed to find him At- 
tempts have been made to trace him through 
watching his mall, but without result. The 
central police have received many complaints 
by mail in which officials of wholesale drug 
concerns assert they have. been defrauded. 


Threat to Sue Discloses Facts. 

A few weeks ago the Lambert Chemical 
company, St. Louis, informed the druggist 
who complained to the police that they had 
begun suit against him for failure to pay for 
goods valued at $85. Correspondence dis- 
closed that the goode had been sent to the 
Western Drug company upon receipt of an 
order signed “ W. Bodemann,’’ and had never 
been ordered or received by the complaining 
druggist. 

Later the Corn Exchange National bank 
informed Mr. Bodemann that a draft upon 
him had been received from an eastern firm 
accompanying a bill of lading which they 
were directed to hoid until the draft was 
paid. Investigation showed that the goods 
had been ordered by the other man. 

Among the concerns inquiring of Mr. Bode- 
mann about orders supposedly from him were 
Seaberry & Johnson, New York, and the 
Girard Chemical qompany, Philadelphia. 


Unable to Find the Property. 

Efforts to trace property sent the concern 
have failed, but the police are working upon 
the theory that the goods were reshipped to 
distant places immediately upon receipt. 
Little of value was found when the police re- 
cently went to the place. Many letters of 
complaint are in the possession of the Chi- 
cago authorities, but they are waiting to 
answer the complaints until some trace of 
the promoter is found. 


NICHOLAS TO REPUDIATE 
CONFESSION OF MURDER. 


His Lawyer in Opening Address De- 
nounces Sweatbox Methods of Police 
and Attacks Attorney’ Comerford. 


Howard Nicholas will repudiate his confes- 
gion in which he admitted that he and Leon- 
ard Leopold killed the actress Mrs. Margaret 
Leslie in the Palace hotel to get her diamonds. 

This became evident yesterday at the open- 
ing of the trial of the two men in Judge Ball's 
court. Attorney Samuel E. Foos, counsel for 
Leopold, denounced the sweatbox methods of 
the police under which the confession was ob- 
tained.

The police he called “ savages 
more flerce than could be found in the jungles 
of Africa.” 

Assistant State’s Attorney Benedict J. Short 
im his opening address declared that Leopold 
had also confessed his guilt to at least four or 
five persons in Wausau, Wis., where he was 
arrested, andthattheconfession was made in 
a spirit of braggadocio. Mr. Short said that 
Nicholas had repeated his confession three 
times, and that it would be proved by wit- 
nesses that it was entirely voluntary, 

Mrs. Michael C. McDonald, accused of kill- 
ing Webster S. Guerin, appeared more im- 
proved mentally and physically than at any 
time since she was removed to the county jail 
hospital.

PENNSYLVANIA INVESTIGATORS 
HEAR OF OVERCHARGES.

Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Special.]— 
That the administration does not intend at 
this stage certainly to precipitate a factional 
fight in Illinois over the republican presi- 
dential nomination was shown today by 
denials given by the president and Secretary, 
Taft to the reports that the presidential sit- 
uation was discussed with Gov. Deneen at 
the White house last Saturday. 

As has been stated in THE TRIBUNE, the dis- 
cussion was of a general character and re- 
lated to extension of governmental control of 
corporations, including rallro&@dis, through a 
national license law, which)>-the president 
favors.

Deneen, and it is the intention of 
the president to do this in the case of other 
influential state politicians. Upon his re- 
turn from New York this evening Secretary 
Taft made the following statement: 

‘“*T had an appointment with the president 
at 8:30 o’clock Saturday afternoon and went 
to the White house to keep it. I found Gov. 
Deneen and Attorney General Stead with the 
president, and I was introduced to them. 
They left immediately. There was no po-

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BRAKE ON RAILWAY BILLS. 


LEGISLATORS AT SPRINGFIELD 
DECIDE TO SLOW UP. 


Heads of Transportation Lines Will 
Be Given Chance to Present Their 
Views on Pending Measures—Joint 
Session of Committees of Both 
Houses to Be ‘Held Wednesday— 
Boreman Explains ‘Scope of Pro- 
posed Charter Legisiation. 


IBY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., March 19.—[Special.}]—At 
the request of the railroad companies the, 
legislature has consented to drop from a 
quick step to a slow walk in railroad legisla- 
tion and to take up a discussion of all meas- 
ures now pending with the proviso that the 
railroad side shall be presented by men of 
importance and not by attorneys, who usual- 
ly represent them at Springfield. 

Through the law firm of Hamlin & Gilles- 
pie, here in Springfield, arrangements have 
been made for a joint session of the railroad 
committees of the house and senate for next 
Wednesday The railroads are to produce 
their heavy artillery and the legislature is 
prepared to listen to as many railroad presi- 
dents and high financiers as may wish to 
argue on legislative matters affecting the 
roads.“ Pending these hearings all bills, in- 
cluding the 2 cent fare bill which the house 
has passed, will be at a standstill and the 
législature, having started out in haste, will 
now proceed to consider at its leisure. 

Thus far both houses have gone ahead in 
complete disregard for the feelings of the 
roads in the matter. The lower house has 
passed a 2 cent fare bill and has pending the 
reciprocal demurrage bill and an employers’ 
Hability bill which largely affects railroads, 
while the house railroad committee is loaded 
to the guards with anti-pass measures and 
others increasing the power of the railroad 
and warehouse commission. 


Hearing on the Measure. 

The senate is equally heavy with railroad 
bills, having the house 2 cent fare bill and 
the Hurburgh classified rate bill on second 
reading. The only measure on which the 
companies secured a hearing was the recipro- 
cal demurrege bill. The others have gone by 
default up to date. 

Efforts to secure the hearing were made by 
Attorney George Gillespie, and house and 
senate leaders have agreed to hearanyof the 
“big fellows’ who may wish to come down 
and to hold up the billie until consideration has 
been giver them.

The crose ‘examination dragged along at 
great length and was something of a surprise 
in view of Mr. Jerome's expeditious han- 
dling of the experts yesterday. In question- 
ing the-witness Mr.,Jerome quoted frequent- 
ly from a book on mental diseases edited by 
Dr. Jelliffé. The chapter on paranoia 
bropght out a long wrangle between the dis- 
trict attorney and the witness. 

“ Paranola is a broad” term,”’ said Dr. 
Jelliffe. ‘* Authore use it frequently, Idon't 
know what you mean by it and you may not 
know what I mean. ‘H. K. T.’ may have 
been suffering from what is here described 
as acute paranola, but I have told you many 
times, Mr. Jerome, that the hypothetical 
question does not contain enough facts to 
base any positive opinion upon. I can do no 
more than I have done.”’ 


Delmas Keeps Up Running Fire. 

* Mr. Delmas objected repeatedly to District 
Attorney Jerome's course in the cross exam!l- 
nation; but Justice Fitzgerald overruled the 
attorney for the defense. Fipally Mr. Jerome, 
without haying achieved much success with 
the witness, ended his long cross examination.

Dr. Pilgrim admitted that Thaw probably 
realized that there were laws, but in his 
optmion his knowledge was not that of a sane 
man, Dr, Pilgrim was then excu“ed, and Dr. 
Minas Gregory, in charge of the Psycopathic 
ward at Bellevue hospital, was called. Dr. 
Gregory, basing hisopinion upon Mr. Jerome's 
hypothetical question, said that Thaw did 
not realize the nature or quality of his act or 
that the act was wrong when he committed 
the homicide. 


Wagner and Evans Recalled. 


When Dr. Gregory was excused Mr. Del- 
mas recalled Dr. Charlies G. Wagner of 
Binghamton, N. Y., who already had testi- 
fied for the defense that Thaw was insane 
when he shot White. District Attorney 
Jerome cross-examined Dr. Wagner briefly. 
The latter declared that. whatever knowl- 
edge Thaw displayed at the time of the trag- 
edy was the knowledge of an insane man. 

Dr. Britton D. Evans, who has been one of 
the chief alienists of the defense, was then 
recalled to answer the hypothetical question 
as framed by District Attorney Jerome. 
Using this question ag a basis, Dr. Evans 
declared the opinion that Thaw when he 


killed White did not know the nature’ or 
quality of his act or that the act was wrong. 
Asked by Mr. Jerome what sort of insanity 
Thaw was suffering from, Dr. Evans replied: 

“It was that kind of insanity which, 
through defective reason, rendered him in- 
capable of knowing that his act was wrong.” 


Defense Closes Today. 

It was expected that Dr. Evans would be 
the last witness of the trial, but Mr. Delmas, 
after the expert was dismissed from the 
stand, immediately asked for the production 
of the letters sent on from Pittsburg to the 
clerk of the court by J. Denniston Lyon, vice 
president of the United National bank of 
Pittsburg, who had custody of Thaw’s will. 

It appeared for a time that some of the let- 
ters were missing—one in particular which 
Mr. Delmas declared he desired to read in 
evidence, but Clerk Penny finally found it. 
While the search was going on Thaw leaned 
over to the reporters’ table and whispered: 

“That letter is important. It has some- 
thing in it about a friend of Jerome’s.”’ 

Mr. Delmas finally offered the letter in evi- 
dence, but Mr. Jerome immediately objected. 

“In order, however,” said Mr. Jerome, 
“ that I may not appear to be excluding any- 
thing which might help the jury to arrive 
at a just conclusion, I am willing that all the 
letters shall go in evidence without the neces- 
sity of their being read—that stipulation 
being that either counsel shall have the right 
to refer to such parts Of the letters as they 
desire in summing up. If my offer to have all 
the phe go in evidence is declined, I renew 
my objection to any one letter 
proi - being intro- 

Mr. Delmas repeated the offer of the one 
letter “‘ as a matter of right and justice.” He 
had hoped to close the taking of testimony 
but District Attorney Jerome's long cross

GREAT-GRANDSON OF FORMER

Asphyxiated in His Bedrédom on the 
Eve of the Day on Which He Was 
to Officiate as Usher at the Man-~-

On the eve of the day that he was to of- 
ficiate as usher at the Manierre-Parkinson 
wedding Calhoun Mason, 25 years, old, well 
known in younger north ade society, great- 
grandson of a formervwnayor of Chicago, and 
a member of the prominent Mason family, 
was found dead in bed yesterday morning 
at his residence, 101 Lincoln Park boulevard. 

Asphyxiation was the cause of death, the 
gas jet in the room having been left partly 
open. The young man's father, Henry B. 
Mason, an attorney, and his mother, Mrs. 
Fay Calhoun Mason, scout the idea of sul- 
cide, and are firm in the belief that the death 
was accidental. They said outside of ijl- 
health,. which was not so grave as to prompt 
self-destruction, the young man had No ap- 
parent motive to end his life. He was not 
involved in any love affair that would fur- 
nish an excuse for suicide, they said. 

The verdict 6f the coroner’s jury, which 
held am tnquest fn the afternoon at the resi- 
dence, was “asphyxiation from gas, acci- 
dental or otherwise.” Dr. Otto LewFe, 
coroner's physician, held the post mortem 
examination. ' 


Body Found by Mother. 

'The lifeless body of the young man was 
found in his room at 9:80 o’ clock in the morn- 
ing by hismother. Theroom was surcharged 
with escaping gas. After she had stopped the 
gas Mrs. Mason summoned Dr. Samuel J. 
Walker, 100 Lincoln Park boulevard, who 
pronounced the young man dead. The physi- 
cian then notified Coroner Hoffman, who im- 
mediately sent a deputy coroner to hold an !n- 
quest. 

Mr. Mason, who was employed as a clerk in 
the Royal Insurance company's offices, had 
been in ill health for some years, being 
afilcted with lung and heart trouble, ac- 
cording to members of the family. For the 
last month he had been working until nearly 
midnight and complained often of being tired. 
Monday night he returned to his residence 
at 8 o'clock, telling his family that he could 
not endure to work longer on account of his 
poor health. His mother did not waken him 
at the breakfast hour the next morning, wish- 
ing him to get a long rest. 


Was Student at Yale. 

Mr. Mason was a graduate of the University 
High school and a student at Yale university 
for two years, leaving on account of poor 
health and a desire to enter business. His 
great-grandfather, Roswell B. Mason, was 
mayor in 1871 and his grandfather was the 
late Edward G. Mason. 

The young man was to have been usher at 
the wedding of Alfred Manierre and Miss June 
Parkinson at the residence of the bride's 
parents, 69 Bellevue place, tonight. He is 
survived by his father and mother and two 
sisters, Miss Rosalind Mason and Mrs. Ar- 
thur Manierre. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing from the residence. The Rev. James 8S. 
Stone of St. James’ Episcopal church will 
officiate. The pallbearers will be: George 
Burke, Cornelius Lynde, Norris Henrotin, 
Arthur Manierre, Francis Manierre and 
Huntington Mason.

Under a tentative suggestion made by 
Judge A. B. Anderson yesterday, during the 
arguments over the bill of particulars de- 
manded by the defense, it is not Hkely the 
trial of the case will be reached before next 
October. At the request of District Attorney 
Sims, however, Judge Anderson agreed to 
leave the date for the trial open until after 
the plea has been entered. 

The question of whether the government 
must furnish Walsh's attorneys with a bill 
of particulars ig anotther matter which will 
be settled April 3. The motion on this ques- 
tion was so voluminous and demanded so 
much of the government that Judge Ander- 
son laughed at it and Walsh's attorneys, 
fearing a refusal, made haste to apologize 
and asked leave to present a motion more 
in accordance with their legal rights as in- 
dicated by the court. This was granted. 


Unfortunate Day for Defense. 

It was an unfortunate day for the defense, 
represented in court by Attorney John &. 
Miller, Merritt Starr, Samuel R. Hamill, and 
W. T. Abbott. Assistant District Attorneys 
Robert W. Childs and Fletcher Dobyns ap- 
peared for the government. The motion was 
called at 2 o’clock and Attorney Hamill pre- 
sented Judge Anderson with a copy of the 
bill, consisting of forty-five closely type- 
written pages. 

The judge looked aghast, but sald noth- 
ing until Mr. Hamill started to read the de- 
mands of the defense. In brief, these were: 

All documents, papers, and names of per- 
sons to be used or called as witnesses by 
the government. 

All documents relating to the alleged mis- 
application of funds or promissory notes, un- 
lawful payments, and bond purchases.

Hamill Tilts with Court. 


Mr. Hamill, however, got no further than 
a complaint on the second count of the in- 
dictment charging’ Walsh with diverting 
sums of money from the bank. The attorney 
argued there was nothing to show how It was 
diverted. 

* Doesn't Walsh know whether he passed 
a check or a draft?"’ demanded Judge An- 
derson. “ Why should the government fur- 
nish him with this information? It certain- 
ly isn’t the purpose of the court to furnish 
the defense with alb the evidence which the 
government has,” replied Judge Anderson, 

Mr. Miller remarked no such request had 
been made, when Attorney Starr suggested: 

‘This is a financial offense, your honor, 
and should be placed on a 4different 
plane——’”’

** Well, the Indictment should show clearly 
what was meant,” persisted the attorney. 

‘The indictment does show money was 
diverted. It was impossible for the grand 
jury to go into the details,” replied Judge 
Anderson. 

“If the grand jury didn’t know, no indiét- 
ment should have been returned,” said the 
lawyer. 

‘“‘I can’t help that,” returned the court. 
“The Supreme court hag ruled on it.”’ 


Childs Asks: for Authority. 

“I would like to know what authority the 
defense has fos demanding a bill of particu- 
lars in a case of this character?’ asked As- 
sistant District Attorney Childs. “It 
surely isn’t the Coffin case.” 

‘‘We have plenty of authority,” said Mr. 
Hamill, but none was produced. , 

“ The way this thing is gotten up the gov- 
ernment might as well turn around and ask 
you for a bill of particulars on your bill of 
particulars,” said Judge Anderson, who’had 
been investigating the document presented 
by the defense. “I might as well explain a 
few things to you. It is certainly the priv- 
ilege of the government to charge an offense 
in as many ways as prudence may direct. 
Your bill of particulars ought to specify what 
you want. As it stands now it throws the 
whole burden on the court, or requires him 
to ask the government to turn over all the 
evidence it has. 

“TI think you gentlemen should get to 
gether,” concluded the judge with a smile. 

The defendant's application for permission 
to present a modified bill was granted, and it 
was agreed that M- Walsh should be in 
court prepared to plead on April 8. 

“The government wishes to bring this case 
to am issue” suggested District Attorney 
Sims, “‘and we would like to know when it 
would be possible to hold the trial.”’ 

“If I should grant all the demands in that 
bill of particulars,” said Judge Anderson, 
“the defense would be ready the next-day. 
I don’t see, however, how we can possibly 
get to it until the fal term. We can settle 


that also on April 3.” 


New Grand Jury to Work. 

The grand jury which will begin the second 
investigation of the Chicago National bank 
failure is drawn from the new northern dis- 
trict of Illinois. It was charged by Judge 
Anderson to investigate charges relating to 
the misapplication of funds and false entries. 
This indicates the possibility of two indict- 
ments, one of which may be based on the 
allegation of a false statement of the bank's 
condition. 

The investigation will start this morning.

fhe amended ordinance prohibiting specu- - 
lating in theater tickets was signed by Mayor 
Dunne yesterday, and went into effect imme- 
diately, but the police made no effort to en- 
force the measure. 
Ticket brokers continued to ply their trade. 
Violations of the ordinance were numerous 
throughout the day and evening, but no ar- 
rests were made. Tickets were sold freely 
at most of the regular ticket and ¢igar stands 
in the downtown hotels. At one hotel, the 
Palmer house, a rushing business in theater 
tickets was done at the ticket stand. 
Between 7 and 8 o'clock in the evening 
patrons stood ifn line’ outside the counter 
waiting te be served. Tickets were sold for 
practically every downtown theater and the 
supply of good seats apparently was large. 
At the Auditorium hotel and the Annex, at 
the Sherman house and the Morrison hagel 
the brokers continued business apparentiy 
without the slightest fear of arrest. 

At the candy store at 108 Clark street the 
hanging sign announcing that tickets can be 
procured inside was not removed, and tickets 
were still sold to all comers. 


Collins Wants Lewis’ Opinion. 

When asked what he would do to enforce 
the ordinances, Chief Collins said he would 
refer it to Corporation Counsel Lewis today 
for an opinion ae to its legality. 

“T have not yet read the ordinance and I 
cannot say what we shall do to enforce it,” 
said Chief Collipe. “When the measure

All speculators will be arrested if found 


Maclay Hoyne, former assistant corpora- 
tion counsel, who prepared the ordinance, 
said. the measure undoubtedly would stand 
a test in the courts. 

“There is no doubt of the legality of the 
amended ordinance,’’ said Mr. Hoyne. “Its 
provisions are similar to those of the New 
York ordinance on the subject of scalping. 
That ordinance recently was upheld by the 
New York Supreme court. The provisions 
including every theater in the city and limit- 
ing the sale of tickets to the box office were 
inserted at the suggestion of Ald. Harkin. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Barge also 
declared the measure would stand a test in 
the courts and that’ immediate prosecutions 
would follow any violations discovered. 


Theater Managers Promise Much. 

With the adoption of the ordinance, theater 
managers immediately announced it as their 
intention to “comply fully” with the pro- 
visions of the new measure. Manager Her- 
bert C. Duce of the Garrick theater, how- 
ever, qualified hisannouncement by the state- 
mentthat he would “ comply if the ordinance 
is legal.’ In spite of their decMired * good 
intentions,”’ every dealer in the downtown 
hotels has on hand a supply of tickets for the 
current attractions. 

* Glad it was passed,”” “ Should have been 
done long ago,”’ and similar phrases were em- 
ployed by the managers in discussing the or- 
dinance, which, if enforced, will effectually 
put the brokers out of business and limit the 
sale to the box office. 

“ IT always have been in sympathy with the 
movement to stop scalping,” said George W. 
Lederer, manager of the Colonial theater: 
“T am giad the ordinance passed, and 1 
shall do all I can to make it effective. 

**I shall give orders to my men to furnish 
no more .tickegs to hotels and cigar stores. 
We have furnished hotels with a certain 
number of tickets each week, just as other 
theaters have done, but with this difference, 
that none of our tickets could be returned.’ 


Duce Will Comply “Tf It’s Legal.” 

“If the ordinance is legal I shall comply 
with its proyisions,”’ said Manager Duce, 
‘* When the other theaters quit selling tickets 
to. hotels, we shall do so. We have no deal- 
ings with speculators." 

George Warren, manager of McVicker's 
theater, said he would obey the law. 

“This theater never did peddle out its 
tickets among dealers,’ said he. ‘‘ The ordi- 
nance is a good thing and it goes without 
saying that we shall comply with it.’’

The site of the exposition rivals that at Chi- 
cago. There is a chance for waterscape 
which has not been neglected, and the great 
majority of state and national buildings are 
so arranged as to give a splendid water effect. 

The exposition, as a whole, is at least six 
months behind hand, but by the middle of 
the summer it surely will begin to attract 
people from the south, and later on there will 
be an outpouring from the northern states. 
In September, October, and November the 
Jamestown exposition ought to be a center 
of attraction for the whole country. Before 
that it is likely to be a good place to go for 
people from the south and southwest, to 
whom a southern sun is not entirely offensive, 
and for whom the sea breezes wil, in great 
measure, compensate for the characteristic 
heat of southern Virginia.

Free Expression Is Certain. 

Just as last year he developed his idea for 
curbing “swollen fortunes,” first in his 
“muck rake" speech, which he delivered at 
the laying of the corner stone of the house of 
representatives building here, then at Har- 
risburg, Pa., on the occasion of the dedica- 
tion of the state capitol, and finally in his last 
annual message to congress, so he will proba- 
bly treat in successive stages the railroad 
question. In other words, as he develops a 
feature of his plan he will putitforth. Soat 
Jamestown he may be expected to discuss 
his present views. In a later speech he may 
take a more ‘advanced position, dependent 
upon whether developments justify it, and in 
his annual message to congress he will clear- 
ly state the plan he believes may be calcu- 
lated to solve the problem. 

His purpose in his first speech is to make 
a further restatement of his position, with 
any new developments that additional infor- 
mation may show to be advisable. Some 
railroad men are urging him to speak—others 
want him to remain silent. But whatever he 
will say, there is not the slightest doubt it 
will be in consonance with his utterances in 
the past, and especially those in his last an- 
nual message. 


Will Urge National License Law. 

This brings up the president's attitude with 
regard to the issuance of national instead of 
state licenses to corporations, including rall- 
roads. In this connection the president said: 
“In some method, whether by a national 
I'cense law, or in some other fashion, we must 
exercise, and t at an early date, far more 
complete control than at present over these 
great corporationa—control that will, among 
other things, prevent the evils of overcapi- 
talization, and that will compe] the dis- 
closure by each big corporation of its stock- 
holders and of its properties and business, 
whether owned directly or through sub- 
aidiary or affiliated corporations.”’ 

It is kngwn that the president has con- 
cluded th a national license law' should 
be one of the first statutes to be adopted by 
the next congress. It has been suggested 
that such a law would not stop state regula- 
tion, that states could etill fix rates and 
exercise other powers over those sections 
of interstate roads which pass through their 
jurisdiction. This is one of the points in con- 
nection with the national franchise proposal 
which the president is carefully considering. 
Indeed, the entire question of conflict be- 
tween state and national governments ig re- 
ceiving his careful attention. 


Welcomes Test in Court. 

He has been informed of the purpose of the 
railroads to take the question of state con- 
trol of interstate roads to the Supreme court, 
and he will welcome this litigation. It is 
understood the Southern railway will decline 
to obey the law enacted by the state of Vir- 
ginia requiring {t to transport state goods at 
the rate of fifty miles per day. To avoid the 
penalty of this law the railroad has been 


compelled to delay interstate traffic while 
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giving state << ieee: the right of way. Inter- 
state shippers are complaining bitterly. The 


of ‘the state law will be raised. It is the be- 
lief of ‘well informed jurists in the adminis- 
tration that the Supreme court will take the 
broad view that interstate roads are amena- 
ble to national legislation and that states 
“have no right to take any step in conflict 
with it. 

It will be some time, however, before this 
litigation ie terminated-too long for the 
country to walt before reforms are instituted 
to cure glaring railroad evils. 

The greatest misconception exists as to 
what he is doing, and some of the financters 
and railroad men who have called upon him 
have permitte¢ rumors to circulate as to their 
talks with the president, which seems to have 
had an infiuence upon Wall street. For in- 
stances, it was said the other day that the 
president would issue a statement which 
would be advantageous to railroads. 


Able to and Will Do Own Talking. 

Men have left the White house after a con- 
ference with the president in which they have 
‘attributed remarks to him which he never 
uttered. The people may understand now, 
that whatever the president has to say he 
will say in his speeches and messages. 

A tew days ago the president received a 
letter from Gov. Johnson of Minnesota, 
based upon the theory that the president ex- 
pressed the opinion that he believed in ex- 
clusive federal oontrol of railroads. The 
president is not willing to say now that he 
entertains this belief. It may be that he 
finally will come to the conclusion that this 
is desirable, and it may be he will not. When 
he does determine what ought to be done, he 
will not say it off, hand and in private conver- 
sation with a man who perhaps knows little 
of railroad conditions and state rights, but,.as 
stated, he will present his views in either a 
speech or a message. ; 


Object of Morgan’s Trip Abroad. 

The visit of Mr. Morgan to Europe has cre- 
ated a great deal of comment in administra- 
tion circles here, and the fact leaked out to- 
day that officials. were informed he was seek- 
ing to ease the American market by floating 
abroad some of the bonds soon to be issued. 

Evidently for stock jobbing purposes, re- 
port was published today that the administra- 
tion had decided to eliminate certain railroad 
stocks from the position they occupy as gilt 
edged securities. Both at the White house 
and thé treasury department it was em- 
phatically denied. that report had any 
toundation whatever. 


SAYS LAWS AGAINST ROADS 
_ ENDANGER NATION’S WEALTH 


President of Southern Sees Danger in 
Legislation Being Made by States 
and the Country. 


a 


Atlanta, Ga., March 19.—Speaking at the 
annual dinner of the Atlanta board of trade 
tonight, President W. W. Finley of the 
Southern railroad declared the present wave 
of legislation against the railroads endan- 
gers the prosperity of the country and rail- 
roads alike and hinders the best service pos- 
sible by the carriers. 

He declared that there is pressing need for 
the enlargement of transportation facilities 
in the south rather than lower rates, but said 
the state and national legislation is holding 
back the increase in cutting off new capital 
from the nes. Mr. Finley contrasted the at- 
titude of the public toward land and water 
carriers, saying that while the former must 
bulld and maintain its own highway, the 
latter pays nothing, the government caring 
for all waterways. 

The demurrage laws pending in several 
states Mr. Finley denounced as unfair to the 
roade and dangerous in that, as the demand 
for cars is too great to be filled, the measure 
would compel discrimination in favor of 
shipments wholly within the borders of the 
states imposing the penalty when cars are 
not supplied and would bring about strife 
between the different states.

GOT $500 FROM PUTER. 


Admits Negotiations Were Be- 
gun as to Immunity from 
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5

Washington, D. C., March 19.—Dr. Clark BP. 
Loomis, who is under indictment in Oregon, 
in what is known as the Hermann-Puter con- 
spiracy case and also ine fencing case, was 
the principal witness:in the Hermann trial 
here today. Dr. Loomis was produced by the 
government. and his testimony was regarded 
as impofttant to show, as United States At- 
torney Baker stated, that Mr. Hermann had 
reason to destroy his letter books, for which 
he is being tried. 

Dr. Loomis said he had been a special agent 
for the land office in Oregon during the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison and was 
reinstated soon after President McKinley was 
inaugurated, having been out during the 
Cleveland administration. He was dismissed 
shortly before Mr. Hermann retired from the 
land office. 


Letters Marked hietnad. 

He identified about twenty-five letters 
which constituted a correspondence between 
himself and Mr. Hermann, as commissioner. 
Nearly ail of the letters to Mr. Hermann, the 
witness said, he had marke@and regarded as 
personal and confidential, and learned for the 
first time today that they had been placed im 
the files of the land office. The origina! an- 
swers from Mr. Hermann. jyere secured by the 
government from the papers of Dr. Loomis, 
no record of them being found in the land 
office. A series of the letters related to al- 
leged falsification of accounts by Dr. Loomis, 
and in one letter he begged to be allowed to 
resign. Mr. Hermann replied that he did not 
want the doctor to resign. 

Dr. Loomis admitted that he had “held 
up” 8. A.-D. Puter for $500 with which to 
defend himself for certain reports, and that 
he had previously received a like amount 
from Puter as expense money for examining 
and reporting on these claims. Puter has 
been convicted in. the case, which is known as 
the “ Seven Eleven ” case. 


Was Promised Immunity. 

In a series of .questions by Attorney 
Worthington to ascertain:if the witness had 
been promised immunity by the government's 
attorneys for testifying, it was ascertained 
that negotiations to this end had been car- 
ried on, but had come to nothing so far as 
the witness knew. He said an attorney 
named Hardy had approached him in Oregon 
during the pendency of the “‘ Seven Eleven "’ 
case, and said he could “fix it for me.” 
Hardy saw the government's atorneys ands 
the witness several times. Finally, Hardy 
told Loomis that the government attorneys 
about the ‘ Seven 
Eleven’ case, but if you can tell them any- 
thing about Mitchell or Hermann— ”’ 

A quick objection by United States Attor- 
ney Baker interrupted the conclusion of the 
remark. It was moved to strike out the 
answer from the record, but Justice Stafford 
allowed it to stand.

BUSSE, THE BUSINESS MAN. 

Mayor Dunne has ceased attending to 
his official duties so that he may have 
more time in which to give his reasons 
for thinking that Mr. Busse should not 
be elected. The mayor has sought far 
and near for bis reasons. He says Mr. 
Busse should not be chosen because he is 
for the traction ordinances, which will 
settle the street car question. As a ma- 
jority of the people seem to want the 
question settled this is an excellent reason 
why they should choose Mr. Busse. The, 
mayor says the civil service law will not 
be safe in Mr. Busse’s hands, but the 
public knows it is not safe in those of 
Mayor Dunne. 

It is noteworthy that reckless as Mayor 
Dunne has. been in his attacks du Mr. 
Busse he has not yet ventured to quest 
tion Mr. Busse’s gdministrative ability. 
The mayor has not dared to say that he 
is a better éxecutive officer than Mr. 
Busse would be and that he ought to be 
relected for that reason. This is about 
as high a compliment as could be paid to 
Mr. Busse’s fitness for the mayoralty. 

It is the executive ability which Mr. 
Busse has in a marked degree that Chi- 
cago needs at this moment, It is having 
an administration in which everything is 
left to the heads of departmenta, who in 
turn leave everything to their subordi- 
nates. There ig no system, no order, no 
governing head. Men neglect their duties 
and are not called to. account for it. 
Sloth, confusion, and waste are found in 
every branch of the muni¢ipal service. 

If the affairs of a mercantile or manu- 
facturing corporation were to be managed 
with as little respect for business prin- 
ciples as city affairs have been the stock- 
holders would put in a | new manager 
without delay. That is what the stock- 
holders of the great corporation known as 
the city of Chicago ought to do. They 
need a new business manager to take the 
municipal machine in hand, tighten up the 
joints, and set it |to running smoothly— 
a man who will look aftef every depart- 
meut and see that it produces results. 

Mr. Busse can |be depended on to do 
that. Mayor Dunne would like to deny it, 
but he has not enough audacity. By his 
silence on this point he confesses that Mr. 
Busse has the business qualifications and 
the administrative skill that characterize 
the capable mayor. 


LACK OF TRAINED MEN. 
Because of the increasing number of ac- 
cidente on railroads operating the block 
signal system a special report has been 
prepared under the direction of the inter- 
state commerce commission. This report, 
after detailing the number of miles of 
rail covered by the block system, con- 
trasts its operation unfavorably with that 
ef England, contending ¢that American 
signal men are. not so carefully selected 


—_, 


while the average signal man in America 
is young, with perhaps from six months 
to two years’ instruction under another 
signal man, the Hnglishman has served 
from five to twenty-five years and has 
been through a long preliminary course 
before he’ is trusted with full charge. 

In part answer to this assertion of su‘ 
periority of English equipment it may be 
said that for the present at least some 
advantages enjoyed abroad cannot be had 
in a qgountry where the development is 
rapid and where there is no time to wait 
for men to gain experience. The growth 
and spread‘of railroad transportation has 
been tremendous and the railroad off- 
cials say, not without réason, that it is 
impossible to obtain immediately enough 
highly trained employés, so that it is 
necessary to put men who have had com- 
paratively little experience in responsible 
positions. : 

But it does not follow that all excuses 
are good ones and that the railroads are 
altogether blameless. In the matter of 
discipline it is hardly to be denied that 
foreign management is distinctly in the 
lead, and that such lax methods and evi- 
dences of carelessness om the part of em- 
ployés as are too common in the United 
States would not be tolerated in England 
either by officials or the public. And it 
is not teo miuch to say that a large per- 
centage of the recent railroad disasters is 
attributable to the carelessness and in- 
difference of persons in| responsible posi- 
tious who have not been held to strict ac- 
count in their daily work and compelled 
to live up to a standard of constant 
Watchfulvess. 

So, if there Is a word of apology and 
consideration fer a lack in some railroad 
departments of men with. years of expe- 
rience, that word does not apply to‘ evi- 
dences of inattention and heedlessness. If 
one may not look for the clockwork pre- 
cision of the thoroughly trained employé 
one may expect at least'a managerial effi- 
ciency that will safeguard in every pos- 
sible way the traveling public and exer- 
cise the strictest discipline in. its man- 
agement of its men. This is a present 
and easily met necessity; so-called impos- 
sibilities will be overcome in time. 


BETTER CREWS DEMANDED. 

Spurred on by the Larchmont disaster 
and similar ¢atestrophes the boards of 
trade in Massachusetts cities are calling 
upon corresponding organizations in all 
parts of the country to join with them in 
an appeal for national! legislation con- 
trolling the service on passenger carrying 
boats and steamers. It is pointed out; 
and sustained by the facts, that the crews 
ewployed on- many of these steamers bave 
hardly sufficient intelligence for the per- 
formance of the least of their duties, that 
they have no training and little disci- 
pline, and that in the event of a panic or 
disaster they are often more of a hin- 
drance than a help. ‘Proper legislation, 
which would apply to all passenger trans- 
portation by water in and from the United 
States, would provide that steamers must 
be provided with trained crews before the 
government shail issue licenses for the 
earrying of passengers. 

The modern tendency in theaters, ho- 
tels, and other places of public assem- 
blage is to drill the employés so that they 
will take concerted and useful action in 
time of panic; every man and woman is 
supposed to know what is expected of 
each in an emergency, This action has 
been brought about by the terrible dis- 
asters which have been intensified in hor- 
ror by the uselessness of employés who 
might have given valuable aid had they 
possessed the slightest knowledge of what 
should be done and how to do it. Of 
qual if not more rtance is the train- 
ing of an efficient crew for p ger 
stenmers, the substitu of capable and 
reliant men for the raw, uninstructed fel- 
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nor so well trained as the English. For, J

A 
majority of the committee on state and 
municipal servicé to which the bill has 
been referred is composed of members 
from Oook county. A majority of the 
committee is republican, Can it be that 
with the “earnedt support” which has 
been pledged to this bill nothing will be 
done at this session of the legislature?

Fleury, married Prince Robert de Broglie, 
has written to the English and French news- 
papers and has called the attention of the 
British authorities to the fact that her mar- 
riage to the prince, never having been dis- 
solved by the courts, remains unsundered, 
and that in marrying in Chicago Miss Estelle 
Alexander of New York on Aug. 14, 1908, 
the prince had@ therefore been guilty of 
bigamy. The first wife of the prince, that is 
to say, Baroness Madeleine des Landes, was 
married to the prince at Brockley, Kent, in 
England, ‘on Noy. 27, 1901, the prince being 
over 21 at thetime, The union wae not, how- 
ever, recognized in France, owl to the 
failure of the prince to secure rehand 
the sanction of his parents to the match, a 
sanction which {es indispensable to the valid- 
ity of every matrimonial alliance in France. 
But the marriage te perfectly legal and valid 
in England, all the laws of the lané with 
regard to the publication of bane, license, 
and domicile having been duly complied with 
by the contracting parties, who were legally 
domiciled at the time in England. 

From this it will be seen that the prince is 
in an extremely awkward quandary, being 
Hable to arrest in France as a Geserter and in 

Ingland as a bigamist. As for his allege 
marriage in Chicago last year, almost a year, 
if not more, after the birth of the little 
daugher which Miss Estelle Alexander had 
borne to him, it ft ridiculous to attach any 
importance to it. For it is invalid fm France, 
owing to the objections of the prince's 
parents to the alllance, it is bigamous in the 
eyes of the law of Engiand, and it is without 
any value in the eyesof thechurch. Itisa 
great question, indeed, whether the prince 
could not be held here for bigamy on ac- 
count of hie marriage in England if he re- 
turns to America. 
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The name of De Broglie possesses special 
interest to Americans by reason of the fact 
that one of its most distinguished members, 
Prince Victor de Brogte, served through 
the war of Indepemdence in this country as 
one of the principal lfeutenants of Gen. 
the Marquis de Lafayette. He wae after- 
wards guillotined by Robespierre in 1794. 
His son married the daughter of the cele- 
brated Mme. de Staé#l, and the present and 
sixth duke de Brogle fe her great grand- 
son. He is a sailor by profession, arid re- 
tired some years ago from the navy with 
the rank of Meutenant. 

The ducal house of De Broglie ts of Pied- 
montese origin, traces back its descent in 
an unbroken line to the twelfth century, and 
owes the French dukedom to the splendid 
military services of the celebrated command- 
er and field marshal of France, Francois 
de Broglie, the date of the patent being Aug. 
20, 1742. A little later he recetved from the 
emperor of Germany the dignity of a ce 
of the holy Roman empiré, and It fa, t a 
to this, that all the junior members of the 
family bear the title of prince. The father 
of Prince Robert, Amadeus by name, is an 
uncle of the present duke, and was formerly 
rich, having married Marie Say, one of the 
helresges of the great sugar refiner, Henri 
Say. Her immense fortune, however, like 
those of her sister the vicomtesse de Tredern, 
and of the American widow of her brother, 
was swallowed up a couple of years\ ago 
in the ruin of Cronier, president of the Say 
sugar refineries, who, unable to retrieve the 
wreck due to incredibly foolish speculation 
and downright dishonesty,. committed sul- 
cide. 

With regard to baroness des Landes, the 
firet wife of Prince Robert, she is one of the 
wittiest and most brilllant women of the lit- 
erary and artistic world in Paris, possesses 
a large fortune in her own right, and enter- 
tains extensively in her house in the Rue 
Christophe Colombe, in Paris. She has 
achieved fame far beyond the boundaries 
of France, both as an author and as an art- 
ist, under the pseudonym of “ Ossit,” and 
among her most fervent admirers was the 
late Sir Edward Burne-Jones, the Royal 
academician, whose portrait of her as one 
of the muses, holding in het hand a globe of 
pure crystal and unadorned by any jewels, 
was extensively reproduced on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 
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King Edward, by promoting Sir Arthur 
Knyvet Wilson to thé rank of admiral of the 
fleet, which is the naval equivalent of the mil- 
itary office of field marshal, on the eve of the 
day under which he wae slated to retire, on 
the score of age, has succeeded in retaining 
him on the active list. For admirals of the 
fleet, like field marshals, poseess the privilege 
of remaining on the active list without regard 
to age limit until their death. Itis generally 
understood that Sir Arthur, the most capable 
commander of the British navy, is slated to 
succeed Admiral Sir John Fisher as first sea 
lord of the admiralty. 

Sir Arthur ig a Crimean veteran, having 
served in that war, off Sevastopol, as a 12 
year old midshipman. And four years later 
he took part In the storming of the Taku 
forts in China. But it was at the battle of 
El Teb, on the Reg sea coast, during the 
Soudan campaign, tnat he won his Victoria 
cross by a feat of bravery as gallant as any 
that figure on Englanu’s roll of honor—name- 
ly: the list of its Victoria cross heroes. For, 
when, at a critical mament, a corner of the 
square had given way under the flerce on- 
slaught of theedervishes, Capt. Wilson, as 
he was then, sprang into the gap, and, single 
handed, held the foe in check until some men 
of the York and Lancaster regiments rushed 
to his assistance. While laying about him 
with his sword the blade snapped almost 
at the hilt, and thereupon Wilson let out with 
his flats, right and left, bowling the enemy 
over like ninepins,; and, marvelous to relate, 
relatively trifling 
wounds. Needless to say that his fellow of- 
ficers presented him with a superb sword of 
honor to replace that which he had broken 
on the Fuzszies, while Queen Victoria deco- 
rated him with the Viotoria cross.

Although Charles Klein has made that 
ancient controversy of capital versus labor 
the backbone of his new drama, “ The 
Daughters of Men,” he is unable to throw any 
light on the subject or offer any new solu- 
tion of the vexed question. He has gone 
aboutzhis task in much the same forceful, 
energetic fashion that characterized his 
“The Lion and the Mouse,” but the present 
play is lacking In the elements of genera! 
appeal and vital tnterest which were such 
prime factors tending toward the success of 
the former effort. Then again, in method 
he hae resorted to the use of stage devices 
which are as hackneyed and trite as the sub- 
ject matter in hand. 

In his character creatione, Mr. Klein has 
succeede@ more happily, for in the main 
his people are normal, real, and natural and 
his types of opposing forces are well con- 
trasted. The story is told in a simple and 
direct manner, brightened by occasional 
flashes of native humor. The daughters of 
men are representatives of the masses and 
the classes—Louise Stolbeck, the daughter of 
an illiterate unionist, and Grace Crosby, @ 
woman of wealth and social position. They 
are pitted against each other in a struggie 
waged for the love of a socialiatic lawyer 
named John Stedman. Stedman is in love 
with Miss Crosby and he hes made honor- 
able eult for her hand, but has been revigjee 
by her “uncle and brother because of his 
alliance with the forces of labor. A strike 
affecting thousands of the employés of the 
Crosby-Milbank corporations has been in 
existence for several weeks and all efforts 
te put am end to it have been futile. The 
Crosbys know that the workmen themselves 
would be glad to go back and that it is only 
the fear of the union which keeps them in 
idleness. They are aware also that Sted- 
man’s influence is powerful and they en- 
deavor to win him over to their side by of- 
fering as a bribe the withdrawal of their 


} objections to his marriage with Grace. 


He spurns their overtures and tries to for- 
get. Two months pass and the strikers still 
are out: Grace comes to Stedman's rooms 
and tells him that her family is on the verge 
of ruin and begs for his intervention. Just 
prior to her visit Louise Stolbeck has paid 
Stedman an unconventional! call to warn him 
that her father and Jim Burress are about 
to denounce him before the labor executive 
and demand his resignation. As she is leav- 
ing she sees her father and Biyress ap- 
proaching, and, fearing their anger, she re- 
turns and finds Grace and Stedman together. 
She ie insanely jealous of Grace, and when 
they are left alone for a moment accuses her 
of trifling with Stedman, and finally in an 
effort to humiliate her telephones the Crosby 
home and dares Grace to acquaint ner broth- 
er of her whereabouts. Grace accepts the 
challenge and asks her brother to come for 
her. The tables are turned and Louise, de- 
spising herself for her lack of repression and 
control, begs for forgiveness. 

Tift Crosbys come to escort Grace home and 
are followed almost immediately by Stolbeck 
and Burress. To avoid the inevitable scan- 
dal, Stedman locks the girls in an adjoin- 
ing room. Burress and his companion are 
astonished when they find Crosby and his 
unche instead of Louise. Stedman suggests 
the time as opportune for a strike conference, 
and the neat climax of the second act ia 
reached as the men ait down to talk the mat- 
ter over, while the girls are left waiting in 
the next room. 

After an haur of argument the end is ap- 
parently as far off as ever, and in a fit of 
anger Burress accuses Stedman of being in 
league with the employers and threatens to 
denounce him. Stedman refuses to offer an 
explanation as to why the Crosbys should be 
in his rooms, but a chance remark gives 
Burress a hint of Grace's presence, and he 
throws open the door and bids her come in. 
Louise presents herself instead, and she is 
about to go away with her father and Bur- 
ress, When McCarthy, a western labor 
representative and the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee appears on the scene. Bur- 
reas then has his opportunity for the denun- 
ciation of Stedman, and he makes use of it. 
MecCarthy is not unreasonable, but the cir- 
cumstances are suspicious and he feels forced 
to ask for Stedman's resignation. Grace 
steps in at the psychological moment and ex- 
plains satisfactorily the presence of her 
uncle and brother, and the discomfited Bur- 
ress and Stolbeck finally depart. Richard 
Milbank, the uncle of the Crosbys, who has 
been living im retirement for some time, re- 
solves to again take a hand in the manage- 
ment of the business and issues an invitation 
to Stedman and McCarthy to meet in his 
office the following day, and so as the final 
curtain falle the prospects for the breaking 
up of the strike are bright. 
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Musical Art Society. 

The Musical Art gociety completed its first 
season by its concert in Orchestra hall yes- 
terday evening. An audience of finest quali- 
ty, of encouraging size, and of heartily en- 
thusiastic and appreciative disposition was 
present and received the work of Mr. Dick- 
inson and his singers with approval, the 
sincerity of which was beyond question. The 
ranks of the chorus were depleted, owing 
to the ravages of grip and the various bron- 
chial affections which have afflicted man- 
kind during the last few months, and which 
have been especially keenly felt in the sing- 
ing world. The absentees fortunately were 
not from any single part, however, and thus 
the tonal balance of the chorus was nof@ dis- 
turbed. Improvement was shown in the 
work over that of the last concert, the at- 
tack being more exact apd the shading even 
finer than before. As for the general quality 
of the singing, it again surprised and de- 
lighted by its true excellence. The voices 
being all thoroughly schooled, lends a beau- 
ty and purity to the tonal mass which makes 
mere hearing the tone itself a joy, and the 
fine gradations of shading which are ob- 
tainable from such volces len@ the 
resultant work exceptional artistic values 
and make the possible achlevements of the 
society almost boundless. The organization 
is one which is a distinct addition of great’ 
value to the music life of Chicago, and its 
establishment and its promising success are 
‘subject for sincerest satisfaction.

From the fact that Mr. Kid applies to - 
newspaper for guidance it may be presume 
that he wishes an expert and authoritative 
literary opinion—which ts cheaper—in prefer- 
ence to a learned legal opinion—which may be 
safer. He should not be covered with con- 
fusion or crimsoned with shame, for the in- 
formation he seeks has been in demand since 
the gentle art of kiksing first found its in- 
spiration in the human emotions.

Nominations for officers and members of 
the executive committee of the American 
bowling congress to be presented to the dele- 
gates at the convention which begins tomor- 
row were made at the meeting of the execu- 
tive committee at the same place today.
